Energy problems to end 
this year, predicts Ash

Ash on Tuesday supported 
President Nixon’s belief that 
the country will break the back 
of the energy crisis this year, 
because, Ash said, Americans 
will adjust to having less fuel. 
“ If all goes well within this 
year, we will learn how to live 
with 7 per cent less energy,”

Eating is like banking 


Lock will work 
with code, voice

DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
an instructor of physical 
education, and was a student 
when you visited our cam ­ 
pus. Since then I have en­ 
countered some people who 
have d isa g r e e d with me 
when I told them that eating 
food late at night didn't tend 
to make you fatter than eat­ 
ing the same food any time of 
the day. I remember you dis­ 
cussing this matter and ex­ 
plaining that it was like "put­ 
ting money in the bank — not 
when, but how much." Could 
you please give me any infor­ 
mation so I can document my 
statement to these discon­ 
certing people? 
DEAR READER - I am 
always flattered when som e­ 
one remembers something I 
have said in a lecture. You 
have quoted me correctly. 
I too have had an occa­ 
sional person question this 
fact. P rovin g it to your 
hecklers is a little bit' like 
proving that the sun comes 
up in the east. The statement 


is based on one of the most 
fundamental laws of nature, 
the law of conservation of 
energy. It states, as you will 
find in any adequate college 
text of physics, “energy can 
n e ith e r be c r e a t e d nor 
destroyed." 
A calorie is a unit of 
energy, described as the 
amount of heat energy re­ 
quired to raise the tem ­ 
perature of one gram of 
w a te r on e d e g r e e c e n ­ 
tigrade. Energy in our food is 
measured in calories. It fol­ 
lows that the calories in our 
food can n eith er be in ­ 
creased nor decreased by the 
time of day they are eaten, a 
calorie is a calorie in the 
morning, at noon, in the ev e­ 
ning, at night — seven days a 
week, 52 weeks a year. Peo­ 
ple who do not understand 
this or will not accept it are 
ignorning the fundamental 
laws of nature. 
This principle also applies 
to many diets that have been 
proposed. There is no magic 
way to defy the laws of 


physics. Our body is a calorie 
processor. We use the calo­ 
ries in the food we eat, or we 
store them as fat. Like all 
energy systems, it is cumula­ 
tive. That means the changes 
in your body at the end of a 
day, a week or a month rep­ 
resent the sum total of the 
energy in, minus the energy 
used. If you eat more energy 
than you expend you get fat. 
The person who expends 
more energy than he eats 
uses the energy in the fat 
stores to make up the dif­ 
ference. 
So, it doesn't make a parti­ 
cle of difference whether you 
eat 2000 calories for break­ 
fast and 400 calories all the 
rest of the day — or whether 
you eat only 400 calories for 
breakfast and 2000 calories 
before going to bed. The end 
result is 2400 calories in, and 
if you don't use that much 
that day the extra calories 
are stored in fat. 
People who do eat a lot of 
food at night are most likely 
to get fat, for quite different 


reasons. Most people who 
don’t get food energy during 
the day tend to be less active. 
They are not active at night 
either. The net result is their 
e n e r g y e x p e n d i t u r e is 
usually (but not always) low. 
However, that doesn t alter 
the basic law of energy. 
These people eat more calo­ 
ries than they use. Until 
someone finds a way to cir­ 
cumvent the law of conser­ 
vation of energy, a calorie 
will still be a calorie. When 
that law is circumvented, 
look carefully to the west in 
the morning, you may see the 
sun rising in the west after 
all.

Windmill studied at NASA center 


Hickory wood is hard, strong 
and resilient to twists and im­ 
pact and has no equal as ve­ 
hicle stock and handle stock for 
tools. 


Configured like half of a 
kitchen mixer, a new windmill 
at NASA’s Langley Research 
Center may one day supply 
auxiliary power for the average 
house - power that is both 
inexpensive and non- polluting. 
C alled 
a 
vertical 
axis 
windmill, the device resembles 
half an egg beater, and it’s 
based on a principle that was 
first patented in 1927. Two 
blades, 
curved 
like 
hunting 
bows, are attached at top and 
bottom to a vertical shaft. This 
circular combination sets atop 
a simple gear system and a 
generator that converts wind 
power into electrical energy. 
The airfoil (wing) shaped 
blades rotate in almost any 
wind 
and

product and he thinks Bond is 
on the wrong track with the 
loaned executives coming in. 
“ Reorganization 
of 
the 
welfare department is needed,” 
Howard said, “but whoever 
does 
it 
should 
have

understanding of the people 
and the needs. The purpose of 
the welfare department is to 
provide assistance to those who 
need it.” 
Alan Woods, assistant to 
Bond, said the Senate is in no 
position 
to 
reform 
the 
department, that it’s a job for 
the executive branch. “The 
problem 
isn’t 
welfare. 
The 
problem is management,” he 
said. 
Woods said there isn’t much 
leeway in what benefits are to 
be provided and what the 
policies of the department shall 
be—“it’s what the rules say.” 
Mark 
Edelman, 
budget 
director for Bond, said welfare 
is “a morass because of the 
federal regulations. They’ve got 
your hands tied a great deal. 
The head of the department is 
not his own man because of 
the federal regulations.” 
About half of the welfare 
budget 
comes from federal 
money and the other half from 
general revenue. The present 
level of funding for some 350,000 
recipients is $150 million in state 
money. Shulimson asked for 
$196 million for next year but 
the governor’s budget knocked 
it down to $163 million, and 
now the figure needed is said 
to be even lower. 
Shulimson had asked for 
6,492 employes for next year 
but the governor cut it to a 
4,779. 
The federal government has 
taken over and programs for 
the elderly, blind and disabled 
but 
Shulimson 
said 
the 
department 
cannot 
reduce 
personnel accordingly because 
the 
state 
must 
still 
make 
supplementary payments and 
ADC and food stamp programs 
are being expanded. 
Shulimson 
was executive 
secretary 
of 
the 
Missouri 
Association for Social Welfare 
and took a pay cut to become 
welfare director at $19,000 a 
year. Bond was once a board 
member of MASW.

Commission to reorganize the 
executive branch. It was the 
third such commission to make 
an exhaustive study of state 
administration since adoption 
of the 1945 Constitution. 
Tha t 
Constitution 
was 
faulty from the start. Instead 
of

bare 
statement 
of 
fundamental principles, it was 
a mixture of principles, plus 
legislation 
written 
into 
the 
hasic charter, plus a reflection 
o f 
a lot of World War II 
situations that have changed 
drastically since then, plus a 
big Carryover of much older 
ideas. 
Twice, 
earlier 
“ Little 
Hoover” Commissions sought 
to remedy some of the trouble.

SPOKANE’S EXPO 74: The littlest show on earth? 


way community, many critics 
t h o u g h t th e p la n p r e ­ 
posterous. Now, three months 
from opening, the critics 
have not yielded. 
A national newsmagazine 
recently called Spokane’s 
"Expo 74" the best kept se­ 
cret ot the decade. A network 
television program has asked 
th e q u e stio n : “ S p o k a n e , 
where’s that?’ And a state of­ 
ficial adds privately that 
"Well, the whole thing’s em ­ 
barrassing.’’ 
Expo here, grumps a news­ 
man, will be "the littlest show 


on earth. 
And no doubt, 
compared to recent fairs and 
expositions in more populous 
regions, Spokane’s thing will 
be Lilliputian. 
Last year’s Osaka, Japan, 
Fair tried for one million 
visitors a day; Spokane hopes 
for five million over six 
months; S eattle’s “Century 
21” of a decade ago featured 
a Space Needle that still 
l u r e s a w e d t o u r i s t s ; 
Spokane’s largest deal is a 
145-foot vinyl cone that looks 
like Clyde Beatty’s big top; 
M o n treal o ffered one of 


North America’s most sophis­ 
ticated cities at its 1967 shin­ 
dig; Spokane has the on-site 
Spokane R iv er w a te rfa ll, 
much cherished by residents 
but at 50-feet high not exactly 
a Niagrara. 
And not only has the local 
Expo had its credibility wor­ 
ries, it has been plagued from 
the start by gremlins of a 
historic kind. King Cole, the 
community planner who sug­ 
gested the show, said that the 
first public response was: 
“Who needs it?” Indeed, the 
history of World Fairs in the 


last decade has been naught 
but grief. Century 21 made 
some money, but the New 
York Fair of 1964 lost $230 
million and M ontreal lost 
$250 million. Cole says that 
when he tried to hire an ex­ 
perienced World’s Fair pro­ 
fessional, “ they all said 
they’d never do it again.” 
The fear of failure was 
enough to turn off significant 
numbers of Spokane citizens. 
When the Expo Committee 
tried to raise early operating 
money, by bond issue, voters 
said no. “I thought at the 
time," says Cole, “that was 
the end of it.” 
But the seed sprouted any­ 
way. The city passed a busi­ 
ness and occuption tax, the 
local wealth chipped in, and 
this town, which had never 
previously collected for such 
other than the United Fund, 
raised a hasty $6 million and 
the show was go. 
Today the Expo is 90 per 
cent complete. Construction 
crews have transformed an 
island in the middle of the 
S p o k a n e R iv e r 
— once 
reputed for its rusty railroad 
tracks and nodding winos — 
into a kind of cowtown c a r­ 
nival. Some say it is the only 
state fair Russia will have a 
booth in this summer. Besides 
Russia, there are 20 other 
m ajor exhibitors, half of 
them domestic. 
Much of the main show will 
doubtless be attractive, even 
informative, but much of it 
will reflect neighborhood 
thought for thrown into the 
entertainment galaxy, along 
with the likes of Bob Hope 
and Ella Fitzgerald, is a, 
gulp, "Junior League Rum­ 
mage Sale.” 
One undeniably interesting 
thing about the affair is its 
theme: ecology. Cole says

Ac­ 
commodatingly, most of the 
buildings will be made out of 
p refab ricated , recycleable 
materials, and will be torn 
down after the fair for sale 
a n d 
r e c o n s t r u c t i o n 
elsew here. E nvironm ental 
seminars will be held. Fifty 
acres of air-purifying sod 
will be planted. Even the fre­ 
quent fireworks displays will 
feature bombs that contain 
reduced particulant matter. 
Nagging questions, how­ 
e v e r, re m a in co n c ern in g 
Expo 74. Can a rummage 
sale lure five million people? 
And, concerning the environ­ 
ment, is the Fair part of the 
solution or problem? Officials 
a re o p tim istic ab o u t the 
former: “ We don’t expect 
people to flock here from all 
over the world," says man­ 
ager Peter Spurney. “We ex­ 
pect 60 per cent of atten­ 
dance from the state of Wash­ 
ington. Most of the rest of the 
people will come from within 
a 500-mile radius." 
Maybe. But the energy 
crisis looms like a storm in 
the forecast. Even without 
gas rationing, attendance is 
likely to be cut; with ration­ 
ing, one fair official admits, 
"things could be disastrous.” 
Spurney says that if worse 
comes to worse local busi­ 
nessmen may chip in to buy 
strategic filling stations "for 
the exclusive use of fair- 
goers,” but this could be a hy­ 
pocrisy of the very conserva­ 
tion the Fair officials ex­ 
pound. Critics feel that in 
times of shortage, gas for 
fairs should be low priority. 
Nonetheless, optimism is 
the word in Spokane these 
days. And there is good reason 
for cheer. Even if the Fair 
flops, Spokane profits. The 
Expo site has renovated the 
city’s worst slum, the ugly 
railroad terminal has been 
moved and modernized and 
facelifting fever has resulted 
in a $35 million expansion of 
the community’s largest hos­ 
pital and half a dozen new 
multimillion dollar buildings. 
Authorities feel Spokane will 
realize $225 million in busi­ 
ness and construction before 
the Fair closes in the fall. 
(May 4 to Nov. 3) and some 
believe the sum will be even 
higher. 
So the critical jibes do not 
hurt so much here. The peo­ 
ple in this town of 180,000 are 
proud of their cheek and 
their Fair, and of the money 
their persistence has ¡gener­ 
ated. "I bet the thing will be a 
huge success, too. 
says a 
storekeeper sharply. “1 bet 
people will hear about us, 
and what we’re trying to do, 
and come out here just to see 
what kind of damn fools we 
are."

Needing a new pair o f shoes, for example, he nonchalantly 
entered D inkle’s Bootery and switched the ones he was wearing 
for a snappy new pair. Charley then simply walked out wearing 
them without paying. 
As it turned out, however, D inkle’s store detective saw the 
whole thing and had Charley arrested a block away. 
“ I nabbed him red- footed,” the detective testified in court. 
“ In fact, when 1 caught up with him, Charley hadn’t even had 
time to remove the price tag.” 
“ Under this state’s shoplifting law ,” retorted Charles, “ it’s 
specificially provided 
that the merchancise taken must be 
concealed. And I concealed nothing. 
“ When I walked out of the store, the shoes were in plain 
view of everybody including, obviously, the store detective. 
Consequently, I can’t be convicted of shoplifting.” 
IF Y O U W E R E T H E JU D G E , would you let light- footed 
Charley off the hook? 
This is how the judge ruled: N O ! The judge held that 
concealment does not always mean to hide something. 
In this case, noted the judge, it can mean performing an act 
that makes it difficult to discover that merchandise has been 
taken without payment.

SPOKANE'S EXPO 74: The littlest show on earth? 


way community, many critics 
th o u g h t the p la n p r e ­ 
posterous. Now, three months 
from opening, the critics 
have not yielded. 
A national newsmagazine 
recently called Spokane’s 
“ Expo 74” the best kept se­ 
cret of the decade. A network 
television program has asked 
the question: “ Spokane, 
where’s that?’ And a state of­ 
ficial adds p rivately that 
“ Well, the whole thing’s em­ 
barrassing.” 
Expo here, grumps a news­ 
man, will be “ the littlest show 


on earth.” And no doubt, 
compared to recent fairs and 
expositions in more populous 
regions, Spokane’s thing will 
be Lilliputian. 
Last year’s Osaka, Japan, 
F a ir tried for one million 
visitors a day; Spokane hopes 
for five m illion over six 
months; Seattle’s “ Century 
21“ of a decade ago featured 
a Space Needle that still 
l u r e s a w e d 
t o u r i s t s ; 
Spokane’s largest deal is a 
145-foot vinyl cone that looks 
like Clyde Beatty’s big top; 
M o ntreal offered one of 


North Am erica’s most sophis­ 
ticated cities at its 1967 shin­ 
dig; Spokane has the on-site 
Spokane R iv e r w a te rfa ll, 
much cherished by residents 
but at 50-feet high not exactly 
a Niagrara. 
And not only has the local 
Expo had its credibility wor­ 
ries, it has been plagued from 
the start by gremlins of a 
historic kind. King Cole, the 
community planner who sug­ 
gested the show, said that the 
first public response was: 
“ Who needs it?” Indeed, the 
history of World Fairs in the 


last decade has been naught 
but grief. Century 21 made 
some money, but the New 
York Fair of 1964 lost $230 
m illion and M ontreal lost 
$250 million. Cole says that 
when he tried to hire an ex­ 
perienced World’s Fair pro­ 
fessional, “ they a ll said 
they’d never do it again.” 
The fear of failure was 
enough to turn off significant 
numbers of Spokane citizens. 
When the Expo Committee 
tried to raise early operating 
money, by bond issue, voters 
said no. “ I thought at the 
time,” says Cole, “ that was 
the end of it.” 


But the seed sprouted any­ 
way. The city passed a busi­ 
ness and occuption tax, the 
local wealth chipped in, and 
this town, which had never 
previously collected for such 
other than the United Fund, 
raised a hasty $6 million and 
the show was go. 
Today the Expo is 90 per 
cent complete. Construction 
crews have transformed an 
island in the middle of the 
S p o k a n e R iv e r 
— 
once 
reputed for its rusty railroad 
tracks and nodding winos — 
into a kind of cowtown car­ 
nival. Some say it is the only 
state fair Russia will have a 
booth in this summer. Besides 
Russia, there are 20 other 
m ajor exhibitors, half of 
them domestic. 
Much of the main show will 
doubtless be attractive, even 
informative, but much of it 
w ill 
reflect neighborhood 
thought for thrown into the 
entertainment galaxy, along 
with the likes of Bob Hope 
and Ella Fitzgerald, is a, 
gulp, “ Junior League Rum ­ 
mage Sale.” 
One undeniably interesting 
thing about the affair is its 
theme, ecology. Cole says 
each exhibition will focus on

Ac­ 
commodatingly, most of the 
buildings will be made out of 
prefabricated, recycleable 
materials, and w ilf be torn 
down after the fair for sale 
a n d 
r e c o n s t r u c t i o n 
elsewhere. 
Environm ental 
seminars will be held. Fifty 
acres of air-purifying sod 
will be planted. Even the fre­ 
quent fireworks displays will 
feature bombs that contain 
reduced particulant matter. 
Nagging questions, how­ 
ever, rem ain concerning 
Expo 
74. Can a rummage 
sale lure five million people? 
And, concerning the environ­ 
ment, is the Fair part of the 
solution or problem? Officials 
are optim istic about the 
former: “ We don’t expect 
people to flock here from all 
over the world,” says man­ 
ager Peter Spurney. “ We ex­ 
pect 60 per cent of atten­ 
dance from the state of Wash­ 
ington. Most of the rest of the 
people will come from within 
a 500-mile radius.” 
Maybe. But the energy 
crisis looms like a storm in 
the forecast. Even without 
gas rationing, attendance is 
likely to be cut; with ration­ 
ing, one fair official admits, 
“ things could be disastrous.” 
Spurney says that if worse 
comes to worse local busi­ 
nessmen may chip in to buy 
strategic filling stations “ for 
the exclusive use of fair- 
goers,” but this could be a hy­ 
pocrisy of the very conserva­ 
tion the Fair officials ex­ 
pound. Critics feel that in 
times of shortage, gas for 
fairs should be low priority. 
Nonetheless, optimism is 
the word in Spokane these 
days. And there is good reason 
for cheer. Even if the Fair 
flops, Spokane profits. The 
Expo site has renovated the 
city’s worst slum, the ugly 
railroad terminal has been 
moved and modernized and 
facelifting fever has resulted 
in a $35 million expansion of 
the community’s largest hos­ 
pital and half a dozen new 
multimillion dollar buildings. 
Authorities feel Spokane will 
realize $225 million in busi­ 
ness and construction before 
the F a ir closes in the fall. 
(May 4 to Nov. 3) and some 
believe the sum will be even 
higher. 
So the critical jibes do not 
hurt so much here. The peo­ 
ple in this town of 180,000 are 
proud of their cheek and 
their Fair, and of the money 
their persistence has gener­ 
ated. “ I bet the thin^ will be a 
huge success, too. ’ says a 
storekeeper sharply. “ I bet 
people will hear about us, 
and what we’re trying to do, 
and come out here just to see 
what kind of damn fools we 
are.”

One of the most chilling 
features about lung cancer is 
that by the time patients go to 
a physician it is usually too 
late. That’s because the most 
prominent 
symptom 
is

cigarette smoker knows, that’s 
an old companion. Chest pain 
begins when the malignancy 
invades the pleura, or lining of 
the chest cavity. By then things 
look pretty grim. 
“ Cancers 
have 
varying 
degrees of ability to spread in 
the body,” Dr. Barclay said. 
“ Some may reach a large size 
locally but are confined to a 
limited area. Others, of just a 
few cells, which cannot be 
detected by any means we have 
now, get into the blood stream 
and move away. Lung cancer 
probably metastasizes when it 
is extremely small. A common 
place for it to go is the brain, 
and often the physician will 
detect a tumor in the brain, 
only to find at surgery that the 
primary tumor is in the lung. 
(He can tell this because tumor 
cells differ according to the 
type pf cancer.) 
Unfortunately, at this time 
there is little hope on the 
medical horizon of increasing 
the “ warning time” of lung 
cancer, Dr. Barclay said. 
“ Roughly one third of the
